AN ORDINANCE TO PREVENT THE LXTRODCCTION 
AND SPREAD OE DISEASE DESTRCCTIVE TO PLANTS. 

HE 11 ENACTED hy Ihe High Commissioner lor Palestine, 
with fln» advice of the Advisory Council thereof:— 


1. In this On I ilia rice, unless the context otherwise Definition 
requires, the following words shall have* the following meanings:- 


“Plant” includes all mem hers of the vegetable kingdom oi 
any pari of a plant whether severed ’therefrom or not. 


“Disease” means any disease* affecting' plants caused hy or 
consisting in the presence of any pathogenical, animal or vege¬ 
table organism which I he High Commissioner may, hy procla¬ 
mation from time to time, declare to he a disease. 


“Pest” includes any parasitical, epiphytal or other animal 
or vegetable organism, and also any insect, vertebrate or* in ver¬ 
tebrate animal affecting or injurious to plants, which the High 
Commissioner may, hy proclamation from time to Lime, declare 
to he a pest. 


“Vegetable Organism” means any vegetable organism in 
whatever stage of existence such organism mav he. 


“Animal Organism” means any animal organism in what¬ 
ever stall* of existence such organism mav he. 


“Occupier” means the person in actual 
land or building.

2. The High Commissioner may from time to lime appoint 
persons to exercise the powers conferred on Plant Inspectors 
under this Ordinance.

Inspcclor may, by order in writing addressee I 
lo Ihe occupier, or if Iherc be no oreupier, In Ihe owner of 
anv land or cultivation, direct him lo lake within a definite 
film* to be specified in such order all such measures as may 
he neeessarx li»r Ihe eradication of or lor I lit* prevention of 
the spread amoiip' plants of any disease or pesl, including the 
Iolul destruction, if necessary, of any plants whether infected 

hv anv disease or pesl or not.

S. When any Plant Inspcclor shall carry into ell'erl under 
Arlicle 7 any order made under Arlicle (>, Ihe expenses incurred 
bv him in so doinp' shall be paid hv Ihe parly in default, 
provided always llial il shall be lawful for Ihe Ilip-h (loriimissioner 
lo dispense \v>lh Ihe paymenl of such e\|>euses in cases where 
Ihe Mu'll Commissioner thinks lit so to do. 


It shall be lawful for the lli«di Comnrissieiner lo make 

grants by way of compensation or partial compensation to 
owners or occupiers, according to their respective* iuleresls, in 
respect of healthy plants destroyed in order to prevent the 
introduction or spread of any disease* or pesl aiiionp’ other plants.
